Ozal 

attempt on life 



ANKARA, June 18, (Agen- 
cies): Prime Minister Turgut 
Ozal, whose reformist 
policies have changed the face 
ofTurkey, was wounded in an 
assassination attempt today 
while addressing 5,000 sup- 
porters and foreign diplo- 
mats. 

Screams of panic pierced the 
packed Ankara hall and people 
dived for cover asa gunman final 
at least two shots at Ozal. One 
bullet hit his right hand and 
another narrowly missed his 
head. 

The youthful-looking man 
dressed in T-shirt and jeans 
opened fire with a handgun at 
Ozal from a distance of 1 0 metres 
(30 feet) and then blazed away 
blindly before he was shot in the 
arm by a policeman and seized, 
offitiails said. 

Hurt 


Ozal then calmly finished his 
planned speech on Turkish 
foreign policy to a congress of the 
ruling Motherland Party and 
went to his official residence, 
where his band was stitched. 

Officials said the detained man 
gave his name to police at his 
hospital bed as Hayati Ipek but 
later changed it to Kartal 
Demirag. 

Escaped 


Ankara governor, Saffet 
Arikan Beduk told reporters that 
20 people were hurt, 15 of them 
with gunshot wounds. 

Two of the wounded required 
surgery but were in satisfactory 
condition, he said.

Ozal. 60, a conservative gen- 
erally viewed as the only political 
leader who can rally the nation, 
ducked behind his podium in the 
Ataturk stadium when the first 
shots were fired and was 
immediately surrounded by 
bodyguards with guns drawn. 

Ozal’s doctor Cengiz Aslan 
told reporters a bullet entered 
through Ozal’s right thumb and 
exiled from the palm. The wound 
required three stitches and the 
premier is in good condition, he 
said. 

Returning to the podium 15 
minutes later, his right hand 
wrapped in a blood -siamed ban- 
dage. Ozal said; “My dear 
colleagues, 1 want to emphasise 
this — nobody can take away the 
life God has given. We have 
surrendered ourselves into God’s 
hands.” 


The semi-official Anatolian 
news agency, reporting from ihe 
man’s home town of Dazkiri in 
the western province of Afyon, 
said he had escaped from jail 
where he was serving a 10-year 
sentence for murder. Hewas des- 
cribed as a rightist. 

Ozal was later reported in 
excellent condition and aides 
said he had watched a television 
film of the attack. 

President Kenan Evren, who 
as a general led a 1980 Army 
coup to end political mayhem in 
which more than 5,000 people 
were killed, was quick to con- 
demn the attack, as were military 
leaders and Ozal’s parliamentary 
opponents. 

“I am deeply sorrowed by the 
attack,” . Evren said in a 

statement. “As I have 'frequently 

sUgfi- saic(, democracy "wliicn our ‘ 
whole nation believes in sincerely 
and has adopted as a lifestyle can 
be strengthened by tolerance, 
love and respect." . 

State Minister Mebmet Yazar, 
the government spokesman, 
said: “We see this incident as 
bullets fired on the peace and 
stability of our nation as well as 
at fraternity and democracy." 

‘ Ozal’s free-market economic 
policies and outward-looking 
foreign policy, including, an 
application made 14 months ago 
for full membership of the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity (EEC), have radically chan- 
ged the image of a once-introver- 
ted Turkey. 

But he has recently lost 
popularity. Opinion polls 
indicate widespread frustration 
over an inflation rate which has 
leapt to just over 70 percent from 
around 40 per cent in November.

"We prayed 
and we trusted and we put our 
faith in God." 

Obando, 33, captain of the 
fishing boat Cairo 111, and his 
crew of four left Costa Rica on 
Jan 19. 

Drifted 

They ran into a heavy storm 
five days later and thrir boat ran 
out of Fuel and lost its radio. They 
ran out of food on Jan 27 as their 
vessel drifted in the Pacific, 
Obando said through an inter- 
preter. 

They were found by the Japan- 
ese vessel on Wednesday drifting 
700 miles so utheasl of Honol ul u. 

"The most difficult part of Our 
ordeal was thinking of our 
homes," Obando said. "We had 
to keep tremendous control of 
ourselves so as not to go crazy 
thinking about how our families 
must have been worrying about 
us.” 

Obando said the men collected 
rainwater in cans but grew so 
thirsty at limes they licked the 
insides of the cans for the last 
drops of water. 

“We lived on sharks, fish and 
turtles, whenever they got close, 
lo the boaL." be said. 


Efforts to gain release of hostages 

UK lawmakers to visit Iran 


LONDON, June 18, (Agencies): 
A delegation of British lawmak- 
ers will arrive in Tehran 
tomorrow to try to improve rela- 
tions with Iran in hopes of gain- 
ing the release of British hostages 
in Lebanon, the Church of 
England said last night. 

The London Times said today 
the four' British Members of 
Parliament are travelling to Iran 
at the invitation of powerful 
Parliament Speaker AJi Akbar 
Hashemi Rafsanjani. 

The Times said the trip was 
arranged following secret 
Tehran talks between John Lyl- 
tic, the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury's public affairs officer, and 
senior members of the Iranian 
government. 

An Iranian Foreign Ministry 
spokesman denied the report and 
said the deputies themselves 
asked lo visit and permission was 
granted. 

“The British Members of 
Parliament intimated an interest 
in visiting Tehran and their offer 


had simply been accepted by 
Iran," the spokesman told Iran's 
official Islamic Republic News 
Agency. 

The British group scheduled to 
arrive in Tehran tomorrow cons- 
ists of ruling Conservative Party 
lawmakers Cyril Townsend and 
Robert Hicks, opposition 
Labour Party parliamentarian 
Tom Clarke and Lord T ordoff of 
the Social and Liberal 
Democrats. 

A spokesman for Archbishop 
Robert Runde of Canterbury 
said the British delegation was 
scheduled to meet high-ranking 
Iranian officials. None of the 
group have made any comment 
on the trip so far. 

British Foreign Office spokes- 
man said the delegation received 
a full briefing on British-lranian 
relations. 

Runcie’s press officer. Eve 
Keatley said: ’The group is not 
going to negotiate for the return 
of hostages. It is a fact-finding 
mission to find ways to improve 


relations with Iran which could 
lead to the freeing ofTerry Waite 
and the other British hostages." 

“We have repeatedly made it 
dear we are not prepared to be 
party to any deal which would 
indicate in any way that hostage- 
taking pays dividends," she 
added. - 

Encouraging messages to Brit- 
ish captive John McCarthy from 
friends and family, urging him to 
“keep his spirits up and stay 
cheerful" were printed in today's 
edition of Beirut's As Safir news- 
paper. 

The messages from McCar- 
thy's father and mother, his girl- 
friend, Jill MorreL, and his friend 
Chris Pearson, were published in 
the form of an advertisement, 
along with the captive's picture. 

In Beirut, the Lebanon News 
Agency said today that an Arab 
figure is negotiating with pro- 
Iranian Shiite extremists to 
release West German hostage 
Rudolf Cordes. 


UN chief 
fails to 
break 
Gulf war 
deadlock 

UNITED NATIONS, June 18, 
(Agencies): Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar has told 
the Security Council there is no 
change in deadlocked efforts to 
bring about a ceasefire in the 
I ran -Iraq war, a council source 
said today. 

The secretary-general gave his 
gloomy assessment when council 
members held dosed -door con- 
sultations yesterday on a number 
of pending issues. 

The source said Iraq holds to 
its position that no progress can 
be made in efforts to hall the war, 
now in its eighth year, until Iran 
signifies in writing its 
unequivocal acceptance of a, 
ceasefire resolution adopted 
unanimously by the council last 
July 20. 

Iran has said it is willing to take 
pari in low-level technical talks 
with UN officials to set dates left 
open in a UN plan for implemen- 
ting the ceasefire resolution. 

But Iran has still not given its 
unqualified acceptance of the 
resolution, number 598. 
Ceasefire 

Iran insists that a ceasefire, 
ordered in the resolution's first 
paragraph, be accompanied by 
the establishment of an impartial 
panel to assess blame for starting 
the war, which figures lower 
down in the resolution. 

Iraq maintains the various 
elements of the resolution must 
be implemented in sequential 
order. 

The Foreign Ministers of Iran 
and Iraq, All Akbar Velayati and 
■ Tareq Aziz,' were both in ‘New 
York recently for a session of the 
General Assembly on disar- 
mament 

The council source said that 
after setting out the positions of 
the two belligerents, Perez de 
Cuellar drew no conclusions and 
suggested only in general terms 
that the council should try to 
create the necessary poli- 
tical environment for further 
attempts to break the deadlock. 

Meanwhile, Iraq denied an 
Iranian claim that one of its 
French-made Mirage jets was 
shot down over the Gulf in a 
dogfight early today. 

A military spokesman said the 
Iranian claim was a “figment of 
the imagination oflran's rulers." 
Dogfight 

Iran's official Islamic 
Republic News Agency said the 
Iraqi Mirage fighter bomber was 
shot down during a dogfight with 
Iranian jets. 

Iran said today it had launched 
a locally-built 250-tonne landing 
craft to improve the efficiency of 
its forces in the war against Iraq. 

1RNA, said the martyr Farsi 
craft launched yesterday was 
capable of carrying heavy 
machinery to islands in the Gulf. 

In the land war, Iraq said yes- 
terday its troops recaptured 
strategic heights on the northern 
sector of the 750-mile ( 1 ,200- km) 
war front after heavy fighting 
with Iranian troops. 

An Iraqi war communique 
said Iraqi troopsmanaged after a 
“blitz and lightning" attack to 
liberate a large area of strategic 
heights in A1 Sulaymaniah 
province. 


Five kidnapped 

NEW DELHI, June 18, (AP): 
Officials planned to resume talks 
tomorrow on ending an ! 1 -year- 
old bush war with tribal rebels, 
just days after rebels kidnapped 
five businessmen, military sour- 
ces said today. 

The rebels, who are Buddhists 
from the Chakma tribe, abduc- 
ted the five traders at gunpoint 
Thursday and yesterday in the 
Chittagong HiU Tracts about 320 
kilometres (200 miles) southeast 
of Dhaka. 


V.P. Singh scores 
a major 

win in by-election 


NEW DELHI. June 18, (Agen- 
cies): Former Defence Minister 
V.P. Singh scored a convincing 
victory today in Parliament by- 
eleciions. setting up a possible 
national challenge against Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi. 

Rajiv’s Congress Party won 
only two of the seven parliamen- 
tary seats contested in Thurs- 
day's by-election, according lo 
election officials. It had 
previously held all seven seats. 

Singh and two other opposi- 
tion candidates won seats in the 
Parliament’s lower house, while 
a fourth was leading by more 
than 27,000 votes in ine Udham- 
pur district in the northern stale 
of Kashmir. 

Massive 

Vote counting was delayed 
until aL least next week in the 
seventh district, in northern 
Haryana state, after Congress 
Party officials accused the 
opposition of massive vote-rig- 
ging- 

The final vole count in Alla- 
habad showed Singh beating his 
main rival. 38-year-old Sunil 
Shastri of the Congress Party, by 
mo/e than iwo-to-one. 

Singh got 203.1 67 votes of the 
425.000 voles cast, while Shastri 
polled 92,221, election officer 
P.C. Chaiurvedi announced. 
The rest were divided among 66 
other candidates. 

It was the first opposition win 
in the district since 1977. 

Rajiv said he expected the 
weak showing of his Congress 
Party. 

"In any by-election, the ruling 
party gets it in the neck.’* Rajiv 
told news agency reporters dur- 
ing a tour of South India. "The 
Congress (Parly) is satisfied 
over the outcome of the polls as it 
has come at a difficult time." 

India suffered widespread 
drought last year, which has 
hampered the country's econ- 
omy. 



V.P. Singh 

Singh, 56 and a Rajiv ally-tur- 
ned foe, said his victory in Alla- 
habad in northern Uttar Pradesh 
stale would “qualitatively 
change the face of Indian 
politics." 

The election in Allahabad, 580 
kilometres (360 miles) southeast 
of New Delhi, was widely seen as 
a barometer of Singh's potential 
popularity against Rajiv. 

Singh broke with Rajiv last 
year after alleging that Rajiv's 
loyalists may have profited on 
defence contracts with Sweden 
and West Germany. Rajiv and 
his government have denied the 
allegations. 

Losses 

Rajiv must hold national elec- 
tions before Janaury 1990. 

The setback for the Congress 
Party in the latest polling will not 
seriously affect Rajiv’s current 
rule, as his Congress Parly 
retains a 70 per cent majority in 
the 544-seal lower house of 
Parliament. 

But the election losses are the 
latest in a series of setbacks that 
have included defeats in 10 of 14 
state polls in the past three years.

Afghan rebel leader 
seeks war damages 

PESHAWAR. Pakistan, June 
18. (Reuter): Fiery Afghan rebel 
commander Gulbuddin Hek- 
matyar says he would use Soviet 
prisoners of war to pressurise 
Moscow for war damages once 
the guerrillas overrun Kabul. 

He also said in an interview in 
this north-western Pakistani city 
yesterday he would press for 
separate elections for a head of 
stale after an elected guerrilla 
government was installed in 
Afghanistan. 

The head of the Hezb-i-IsIami 
parly is regarded by political 
observers as one of the most 
powerful leadera in the seven- 
party guerrilla alliance battling 
Soviet troops and the Marxist 
government in Kabul. 

Accept 

“We are keeping the prisoners 
to pressurise Moscow to accept 
our conditions for war damages 
and the return of criminals such 
as (Afghan President) 

Najibullah," said Hekmatyar, 
who estimated that about 1 ,000 
Marxist Afghans would flee to 
the Soviet Union. 

“We will find ways to convince 
the Russians to pay. There are 
many ways to do so,” said Hek- 
matyar, 40. who handed over the 
rotating three-month chairman- 
ship of the alliance last Wednes- 
day to moderate Afghan leader 
Syed Ahmad Gailam. 

Asked how much damages the 
guerrillas wanted from Moscow, 
he said that would be decided by 
an international commission 
after the complete withdrawal of 
Russian troops. 

Rebel leaders say the 8-1/2-

year-old war has killed 1.3 
million Afghans, forced five 
million to flee as refugees and 
destroyed 60 per cent of Afghan- 
istan's houses and 70 per cent of 
its farm land. 

Hekmatyar. said guerrillas 
were holding “a good number of 
Soviet prisoners inside Afghanis- 
tan" and that his party held the 
majority of them. 

Captured 

Meanwhile, rebel sources said 
today that they have captured a 
provincial capital in southern 
Afghanistan, the first such city lo 
fall to the resistance since the 
start of the Soviet withdrawal 
last month. 

They said the seizure of Qalat, 
capita] of Zabul province, 190 
miles (320 km) southwest of 
Kabul, came last night after eight 
days of intense fighting between 
Afghan troops and guerrillas. 


One killed in scattered clashes in occupied areas 


OCCUPIED Jertrsalem.June 1 8, 
(Agencies): Soldiers bpened fire 
on Palestinians throwing 
Molotov cocktails in a UN-run 
refugee camp today, killing one 
and wounding at least two others 
amid scattered unrest, in the 
occupied West Bank and -Gara 
Strip. 

In East Jerusalem, soldiers 
and police fired tear gas and rub- 
ber bullets to disperse stone- 
throwing youths who blocked a 
main commercial street with bur- 


ning debris. . Slate-run Israeli 
Radio reported two soldiers were 
wounded by stones and police 
detained more than 1 0 people. 

West Bank students returned 
to classes today, ending a two- 
day military closure of an 
estimated 1,200 schools. The 
Army said it closed the schools, 
which were shul eariier this year 
for four months, to halt anti- 
Israel disturbances and prevent 
more unrest. 

Palestinian students blocked 


two -main streets in Arab East 
Jerusalem, bunted tyres and pel- 
ted Israeli vehicles with stones. 

Palestinians dashed with sol- 
diers in at least nine towns and 
UN-run refugee camps in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. Palestinian sources said. A 
15-year-old resident of the Gaza 
village of Bani Suheila suffered a 
serious head wound and a 
broken leg during one of the cla- 
shes. hospital officials said. 

In the Khan Younis refugee 


camp in the Gaza Strip, soldiers 
opened fire on Palestinians 
throwing Molotov cocktails, an 
Army spokesman said. 

One Palestinian was killed and 
at least two were wounded by live 
ammunition. Palestinian sources 
identified the victim as Ra’ed 
Khalid A1 Haj Youses. 17, who 
they said was shot in the chest. 
The death brought the toll in the 
uprising to at least 219 Palestin- 
ians. 

The Army clamped a curfew 


on Khan Younis, where more 
than 31,000 Palestinians live. 

In East Jerusalem, protesters 
partially blocked Salah Ad Din 
Street with burning debris and 
smashed car windows during a 
noon-tirae demonstration. Six 
youths jump«l atop one police 
van, smashed its windows with 
stones and threatened the 
occupants, witnesses said.

Muslims not 
to oppose 
birth control 


BEIJING. June IS. (Reuter): 
Religious leaders in C hina's big- 
gest Muslim region have been 
warned not to oppose new birth 
control rules imposed on ethnic 
minorities there for the first time, 
the official New China News 
Agency said today. 

Under the regulations, which 
go into force on July I. minority 
couples in urban areas of Xin- 
jiang. western China, will be per- 
mitted only two children, while 
rural families will be limited to 
three, or four in exceptional 
cases. 

The news agency quoted 
regional chairman Tomur 
Dawamal as saying religious 
leaders — most of them Muslim 
— should support the new rules. 

“At least, they should not 
place obstacles in the way of the 
work.” Dawamal said. 

Minority races account for 
only 60 million of China's 
population of 1.085 billion and 
have previously been exempted 
from the tough one-child-per- 


Egypt calls for

family policy applied to majority 
Han Chinese. 


In Xinjiang, which has a 
population of only 14 million, 
families of 10 children are com- 
mon among Muslim minorities. 

Progress 

The agency quoted Dawamal 
as saying a population boom 
threatened to overload social 
services and transport and wreck 
economic development. The 
adoption of family planning 
“marked social progress.” he 
said. 

Xinjiang's ethnic population, 
made up mostly of Uygur central 
Asians, is now 8.63 million, dou- 
ble the figure at the time of the 
1949 communist takeover, 
earlier reports said. 

The remainder of the popula- 
tion are Han settlers from eastern 
China, who hold most leading 
posts in Xinjiang's ruling Com- 
munist Party bodies. 

Family planning was being 
practised in many Islamic coun- 
tries. including Egypt. Turkey 
and Pakistan. Dawamal said. 
”In this respect. Xinjiang should 
not lag behind,” he added. 

Defiance of birth control rules 


CAIRO, June 18. (UPI)rEgyp- 
tian Defence Minister Abdei- 
Haiim Abu Ghazala urged Arab 
countries to set up “a coordinat- 
ing Arab council” to deal with 
crises in the Middle EasL par- 
•icularly the Gulf war. 

In an interview that appeared 
today in the “National Guard” 
Saudi magazine, and published 
in the Egyptian weekly news- 
paper Akhbar El-Yom. Abu 
Ghazala also called on fellow 
Arabs to “coordinate their 
efforts and plans” to confront 
terror being directed against the 
Arab world. 

The minister blamed that the 
“internecine" seven-year-old 
war between Iran and Iraq on the 
absence of an Arab strategy. 

“Out of 1 7 A rab states, fl ve are 
experiencing civil wars, II are 
involved in border conflicts and, 
in addition to the Iraq-Iran war. 
there is a daily terror being pract- 
ised against the peoples of the 
area.” Abu Ghazala said. 

“But if there was an Arab 
strategy, we would not have seen 
this painful picture for what we 
see today is the absence of an 
Arab strategy.” 

Asked how Iranian aggression

could be checked, Abu Ghazala 
said, “the military confrontation 
of Iran to check its military role 
directed against the Gulf states 
can be implemented through 
continuous support of Iraq and 
the integrative work of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council (GCQ.” 

“But we should realise that 
this is not enough. For we must 
establish, and as soon as possi- 
ble. an Arab council to deal with 
the crises, with the Gulf crisis 
taking precedence in order to

roles against this nerve-consum- 
ing business (on part of Iran) and 
the continuous expansion of the 
area’s crisis," Abu Ghazala 
added. 

Changes 

The minister warns that Iran 
thinks it has the right to 
gradually impose “political, 
economic, social and diplomatic 
changes on all Arab countries.”

According to the Caden 's 
decision, Ahmad was a 'member 
of the Palestinian Abu Nidal 
group which is suspected in the 
1985 kilting of American Leon 
KlinghofTer, who was shot and 
his body dumped from the ship 
Achiile Lauro.

Caden. who in his decision 
found “there is probable cause to 
believe the accused (Ahmad) is 
guilty of the crimes charged.” 
refused to extradite him because 
the crime was political in nature. 

In the extradition treaty bet- 
ween the US and Israel, Caden 
wrote, there are exceptions for 
political offenses.

to security requirements and to 
cope with the population. Each 
patrol consists of two policemen 
in one car. Patrols are on round- 
the-clock surveillance. 

The duty is divided into three 
shifts with each shift having a co- 
ordinating officer. Each patrol is 
in continuous communication 
with the operation room which is 
equipped with modern wireless 


devices and patrols are directed 
to locati onsaccording to security 
requirements. 

The Ministry of In tenor recen- 
tly purchased 70 modern patrol 
. cars' specially.. equipped for 
security dudes. They include first 
aid kits and stretchers to transfer 
tiie injured to hospitals. 

Al Matar pointed out that in 
case cars break down on main or 
express roads, the patrol cars will 
try to fix them. 

In case of accidents, patrol 
cars help injured individuals and 
institute enquiries from any eye 
witnesses to determine the cause 
of the accident. In case of traffic 
jams or out of order traffic lights, 
' patrol cars first restore normal 
traffic and remain at the location 
till the light is fixed.

Al Matar concluded that 
patrols co-operate fully with 
citizens and residents and assist 
when contacted by the opera- 
tions room. He called on dozens 
and expatriates to fully co- 
operate with the patrols and to 
report any suspidous activities.

orities. 

Most of the Arab children in 
the United States tend to forget 
their mother tongue and have to 
forgo much of their religious and 
cultural education so where 
would they go to maintain then- 
language ana moral values? The , 
Saudi academy has proved to be

“The academy aims to build in 
the students high moral values 
and behavioural standards as 
specified by Islam,” saysSaad Al 
Adwani, director of the 
academy. 

Realising the importance of 
and need for the academy, the - 
Arab and Islamic communities in 


the Washington metropolitan 
area are rushing to enrol their 
kids in the school, but the limited 
number of rooms in the academy 
makes it almost impossible for 
them to find place. 

Though the land owned by the 
Saudis is over 30 acres (120,000 
square metres), there are few 
buddings on it and they have 
been outgrown by the expansion 
in recent years. However, plans 
are underway to expand existing 
facilities for the whole academy.

Enrolment at the academy has 
reached 580, with the student 
body representing 26 nation- 
alities. There are also about 150 
students on the waiting list some 
of whom have been waiting for 
more than two years. 

“We cannot accommodate 
everybody, we have a limited 
spaee (Sady there .rfs^so-mvafe* 
demand-far the school?' says AL 
Adwani. “This is the biggest 
’problem H werrarei -feeing might 
now.” 

Restricted by state laws con- 
veming area expansion, the 
academy now is looking for 
another facility to accommodate 
the growing number of 
applicants to the school. Adwani 
believes that the new facility will 
be ready by next November.

Arabs want to retaliate 


Western group blocks resolution

GENEVA, June 18, (KUNA): 
Arab delegates at the 75th inter- 
national labour conference 
today demanded that retaliatory 
action be taken against the Wes- 
tern group, for having blocked a 
resolution criticizing Israel. 

The US. Israel and the 
European group in the con- 
ference had introduced so many 
amendments to the Arab group 
resolution that there was no time 
to complete discussions on these, 
and accordingly it could not be 
voted on for adoption, they 
explained. 

In addition to condemning 
Israel for violating work ana 
employer rights in the West Bank 
ana Gaza, the resolution called 
for the International Labour 
Organisation to establish a per- 
manent committee to monitor 
events in- the occupied territories. 
Tactics 

Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation representative here Nabil 
Rarolawi said that a probable 
course of retaliatory action, 
likely to be announced formally 
next week, would be to employ 
the same tactics as the Western 
group at future ILO conferences 
to block any of their resolutions. 

With only a few hours remain- 


ing before the debate on the 
resolution had to be ended, there 
were still 30 amendments to be 
discussed and voted on, and as 
each one took approximately 45 
minutes, there was absolutely no 
chance that they could be worked 
through, he said. 

Collusion 

All behind-the-scenes efforts 
by the Arab group to work out a 
deal with the supporters oflsraeL, 
including one that had even 
dropped the demand for the 
monitoring group, had been tur- 
ned down by the US, he added. 

Ramlawi and a spokesman of 
the Arab Labour Organsiation.

Computer error denied 


THE director of the consumer 
affairs department at the Minis- 
try of Electricity and Water, 
Salem Al Khargawi. has denied 
that computers are the cause of 
errors which appear in water and 
electricity bills.

Illiteracy 

eradication 

THE director of the adult ed uca- 
tion and illiteracy eradication 
department of the Education 
Minisuy, Abdul- Aziz A I Najdi, 
has said that illiteracy in Kuwait 
fell from 87.7 per cent to only 
15.5 per cent among males and 
from 90.4 per cent to 36.9 per 
cent among females between 
1957 and 1985. A law was passed 
in 1981 making education com- 
pulsory for illiterate males bet- 
ween 15 and 40 years old and 
illiterate females between 1 5 and 
35 years old. Illiterate adults are 
encouraged to join evening clas- 
ses and those who do not abide 
by the law are punished, as are 
employers who take them on. 
The department is studying the 
possibility of opening morning 
schools for illiterate women in 
some areas and will also open 
new adult education centres in 
the next academic year. Al Najdi 
added that centres were open to 
Kuwaiti men and women, 
military and police staff and their 
wives and children and citizens of 
the GCC states. 


Kuwait, Egypt sign 
judicial agreement 


THE assistant undersecretary 
for legal affairs and planning at 
the Ministry of Justice, Abdul- 
Aziz Al Dakheel, has said that a 
judicial agreement has been sig- 
ned between Kuwait and Egypt 
whereby convicts of either coun- 
try could return there to serve 
prison sentences. 

He said that part of this 
agreement was designed to 
strengthen judicial co-operation 
between the two countries in the 
field of training judges and 
prosecutors and that special 
courses would be arranged for 
Kuwaitis studying at the 
National Centre for Judicial 
Studies in Egypt in line with 


Kuwaiti national requirements 
and specifications. 

Al Dakheel disclosed that 
Kuwaiti courts had examined a 
total of 13,457 cases over the last 
year, concerning a variety of 
matters. He also said that in the 
same year, the general prosecu- 
tion bad examined a total of 
80,949 criminal cases, the traffic 
court had issued 1,258 jail sen- 
tences and 1,867 licences had 
been withdrawn.

The minister attributed the 
main reason for overconsump- 
tion to the low charges levied by 
the state on the consumption of 
electricity and water. He dis- 
closed that the decision not to 
increase the charges stemmed 
from the ministry's hopes to suc- 
ceed in convincing the public 
through awareness campaigns to 
reduce consumption of these two 
vital commodities — especially 
by the avoidance of indiscrimin- 
ate usage. The minister, 
however, ruled out the pos-

THE head of the cattle and dairy 
products department at the 
Public Authority for Agriculture 
and Fish Wealth, Abdul Riza 
Bahman. has called on owners of 
cattle to develop production and 
improve the q uality of local lives- 
tock.

800 fils for each 1000 gallons of 
water when the actual cost is

Health Ministry to tighten control 
on food and catering services 


THE head of the preventive 
health department at the Minis- 
try of Public Health Dr Jaffar 
Dawood stressed the depart- 
ment’s continued efforts towards 
enforcing strict control over 
public food and catering 
services, including factories 
dealing with food items. 
Precautions 

Continuing, he said, the 
department's control, measures 
covered the standards for 
preparation, storage, distribu- 
tion to user locations and control 
over the validity of the products. 
Further, restaurants and other 
food establishments were gran- 
ted licences in accordance with 
approved hygienic standards 
and special teams of inspectors 
carnal out regular visits to food 
serving companies and factories 
to ensure the standards set by the 
ministry were enforced. 

Dawood attributed the instan- 


ces of food poisoning reported 
last year to negligence in provid- 
ing regular maintenance services 
by food service companies — 
primarily as a cost-cutting 
measure. Another reason, he 
said, was the lack of regular 
health examination of workersat 
these companies to ensure they 
had no infections or viruses 
which could be transmitted to the 
food they prepared, processed, 
or served. A third reason for food 
poisoning was faulty storage or 
transport by customers which 
rendered the food unhealthy for 
consumption. 

In a continuous drive to main- 
tain the highest standards of 
health protection, he said, the 
department was taking extra 
precautions to ensure that people 
leaving the country for places 
where meningitis was known to 
be present would be vaccinated 
against this disease.

THE melancholic look in her 
eyes attracts you. Hie longing is 
eye catching. Her expression is 
weary, careworn ana dejected 
Abruptly, her face is torn into 
two bits — one sad, with unruly 
hair sticking out; the other 
serene calm, desperately com- 
ing to terms with reality. This is 
an untitled portrait by Kuwaiti 
artist Thuraya A1 Bakhsami, 
one of her most prized posses- 
sions, and for her eyes only. 

“This was the first painting I 
did after returning to Kuwait,” 
she said. She came back after 
spending nearly 13 years over- 
seas with her diplomat hus- 
band. 

The untitled portrait tells the 
Story of the Kuwaiti artist, 
Thuraya Ai Bakhsami — a 
woman torn between the cul- 
tures of her country and those 
she left behind in Beirut, Cairo, 
Moscow, Kinshasa, Dakar, 
Geneva and a host of other 
world countries. She has 
travelled around the world 
several times — from America 
to Asia, always returning to 
Kuwait with renewed vigour 
and a better understanding of 
people. 

The portrait is a reminder of 
what Thuraya describes as her 
_ “time of readjusting, reviving 
i and relearning the ways of life 
1 in Kuwait”. It was not an easy 
time. She had to give up many 
things, full time art being one of 
them, to reinstate herself in her 
society. 

As an artist she was confron- 
ted with constant criticism 
about her work — her interest 
in “foreign objects”. 

After she exhibited her recent 
works, critics objected to what; 
they considered to be her “dis- 
regard for Kuwaiti scenes'*. She 
had shown Swiss landscapes, 
portraits reminiscent of Rus- 
sian icons, miniatures and 
scenes from her trips around 
the world. 

“As an artist I cannot kill my 
feelings. For me. any beautiful 
object is worth painting,” she 
says and asks: “Why do you 
draw or paint?” and answers 
herself: “Art has no barriers. I 
started out as a traditional 
Kuwaiti artist, painting what I 
saw in Kuwait. Then, I saw 
prettier things around the 
world, and I wanted to remem- 
ber them.” 

Though the attitude of oth- 
ers bothers the artist, she con-

dimes angle-minded ly in her 
pursuit of art — part-time, in 
her spare time. If there is any 
rancour, it does not last long as 
she lapses into descriptive mon- 
ologues about her overseas 
adventures. 

Her first trip outside Kuwait 
was in 1956, when she went for 
studies to Beirut. 

She recalls: “It was the first 
time Tcame face to face with the 
stark beauty of nature.” For 
three years she “fed on nature, 
missing Kuwait all the time”. 
This was the turning point in 
Thuraya's life. She became a 
naturalist. 

“My outlook toward life 
changed. I became more 
appreciative of things that 
previously seemed foreign,” 
she explains. She tried to learn 
from her experiences. 

She took up serious art 
studies first in Cairo, and then 
studied graphic art and min- 
iature painting in Moscow. 

She started dabbling in water 
colour. From her stint in Asia, 
she absorbed a love for min- 
iature, ornamental art. Some of 
the miniatures in her private 
collection are beautiful works 
of art. 

Mexican Inca art inspires 
her. But it was in Moscow that 
she became fully involved with 
the world of colour, finding a 
lasting symbol for her works.' 
The symbol is woman, ever 
present in all her works, be they 
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graphic or oil on canvas. 

“There is nothing more 
beautiful, or more complex, 
than a woman,” she says. 

For her, a woman is the sym- 
bol of life and continuity. 
Everything revolves around 
women, sbe says. All her paint- 
ings revolve around women's 
sentiments; a woman trying to 
get acceptance in society; a hel- 
pless woman peeping through a 
hole in the door as she watches 
her husband bring home a 
second wife; women and chil- 
dren crying for help in a paint- 
ing that profiles tragedy; or the 
angelic, innocence of a young 
gin stunning you with her vir- 
gin purity. 

She uses cool summer 
colours or harsh blues. Shades 
of violet abound in her work; as 
do variations of emerald and 
ruby colours. 

The colours match the mood 
ofher works, which can disturb 
you with their intensely 
emotional appeal or make a 
flicker of a smile appear with 
their charming simplicity. 

A creative person, she tries 
new techniques, imbibing them 
in her work, changing style 
from impressionistic to realis- 
tic. '‘Experimenting with style 
gives me new insight into art”, 
she says. ’ 

“If you stick to one tech- 
nique — and paint dhows and 
towers, you don't grow as an 
artist,” she explains. 

As an artist, she has 
developed her own style “never 
suppressing my talent or 
repeatingmyself.” If painting is

her obsession, writing is her 
hobby. 

She was one of the first 
women to compile Kuwaiti 
folklore in a book called “AI 
Araq AI Aswad”. To quote 
from her book the “finger- 
prints of times gone by are ever 
present in the country”. 

“They were tales told by my. 
elders, and I thought 1 would 
put them down on paper,” she 
says. 

When she ii not painting, or 
writing, she works as a full-time 
graphic artist for the AI' Arabi 
magazine, illustrating poetry 
and prose. 

“It is a great challenge to 
translate the ideas of other 
writers into images, trying to 
portray- their inner feelings,” 
she says. 

Thuraya left Kuwait, return- 
ing only for holidays, in 1971. 
She came back in 1984. In four

Turkey, Greece ties 
to improve slowly 


By John Owen-Davies 


ANKARA, (Reuter): Feuding 
NATO members Turkey and 
Greece face a long haul, possibly 
over many years, to resolve long- 
standing differences following 
often tense talks between their 
prime ministers in Athens this 
week. 

“If we rush things we will get 
them worse. As the saying goes, 
the devil interferes with things 
you hurry. There is nothing that 
cannot be solved. We just need 
time," Turkish Prime Minister 
Turgut Ozal told reporters on his 
way home. 

His talks with Greek Prime 
Minister Andreas Papaodreou 
produced no major movement 
on the basic disputes of divided 
Cyprus and Aegean Sea rights, 
causes of three decades of enmity 
which nearly resulted in war 1 5 
months ago. 

“It is (ike a military campaign. 
There are small gains over a wide 
front but no breakthrough is in 
sight,” said a Turkish source, 
before a bland joint commun- 
ique was issued in Athens. 

Cheers and daps on OzaTs 
plane greeted the pilot's announ- 
cement that, they had re-entered 
home air space after a three-day 
visit, marked by extraordinary 
security and anti-T urkish 
protests by Armenians, Kurds 
and Greek Cypriots. ~ * ■ 

Friendship 

On the positive side, Papan- 
dreou accepted an invitation to 
visit Ankara. Greek officials said 
the talks helped to foster a bud- 
ding friendship between the two 
premiers, who launched the peace 
process in the Swiss ski resort of 
Davos in January. 

Ozal, the first Turkish prime 
minister to make an official visit 
to Greece since Adrian Menderes . 
in 1952, said: “We had. a brain 
exercise ^. • every ~step-i»-more 
frui tful than-before.’U. „ ..... 

Both premiers, whose political 
futures are largely pinned to the 
peace initiative, chided the press 
and others for seeking too much 
from the latest talks, their third 
since January. 

But during tense moments on 
the second day, it was dear their 
friendship was almost all that 
stood between breakdown and a 
semblance of success with 
mutual acrimony. 

“Some Greek officials have 
not been altogether correct in 
their approach to us. It started 


with the Greek newspapers and 
spread, to them." said a member 
of Ozal's delegation, who asked 
not to be named. 

Minister of State Annan 
Ka hveci. who heads the Turkish 
side of a joint economic commit- 
tee, said: “Itroay take years to get 
things softer. We are taking it 
step-by-step.” 

Agreement 

Agreement was reached for 
the joint political and economic 
committees to meet for a second 
time in September, a month 
before Papandreou’s likely visit 
to Ankara. 

Papandreou, referring to 
problems that took root around 
the time Greece broke from 
Turkish-Ottoman rule in 1830, 
said: “One expecting after three 
meetings ... that all Greek-T urk- 
ish issues will be resolved knows 
very little about the course of 
history.” 

The Greek leader, who faces a 
re-election struggle by mid- 1989, 
told a news conference: “With- 
out wanting to give an optimistic 
picture, 1 see some light at the end 
of the tunnel relating to Cyprus." 

Troops 

Ozal told his news conference 
in Athens — an inconceivable 
event before Davos — be could 
y not confirm Turkish press 
■ reports some Turkish troops 
may be withdrawn from break- 
way northern Cyprus, adding 
that the soldiers would not stay 
indefinitely. 

The presence of Turkish 
troops, sent to Cyprus in 1974 
after a brief coup in Nicosia 
s engineered by the military junta 
then ruling Greece, is the major 
stumbling mock to better ties. 

The troops' issue has affected 
Turkey's ties with the United 
State s and the European Ec on- | 
-omic Community (EEC). OzalT 
- - appfied-forfuH Turkish member— 

. rsshipofibe EEC in April last year. 

The Turkish Republic of Nor- 
thern Cyprus — recognised only 
by Ankara — says there are up to 
19, 000 Turkish troops on the 
island. UN and other sources put 
the number at about 29,000, 
backed by some 300 tanks. 

Ozal said Greece and Turkey 
must work together to encourage 
leaders of the two Cypriot com- 
munities, who may meet next 
month, to join a new UN peace 
initiative. But be insisted the 
solution lay in a bi -communal, 
bi-zonal federated state. 


WHEN I asked Clayton K. 
Yeutier: President Reagan’s 
chief trade negotiator, to what 
exten t East- West trade is likely to 
expand in the wake of the succes- 
sful Moscow summit meeting, he 
replied that East-West trade will 
expand, but that the 
improvement is bound to be 
“very minor in the perspective of 
global trade. 1 '- • 

He explained that US trade 
with the Soviet Union has been 
infinitesimal, that therefore even 
doubling that amount of trade 

would notmean much in terms of 

woridtrade. 

One reason that American 
trade with the Soviets cannot 
substantially increase, he 
explained, is that the Soviets 
have hardly anything to sell 
Americans would want to buy 
while Soviet needs for imports 
arevirtually limi tless. 

Another reason is that the 
Soviets need huge credits for 
their purchases abroad and the 
US-is urging American and Wes- 
tern banking institutions gen- 
erally not to extend credits to 
Moscow. 

Credits 

The Reagan administration is 
against the extention of credits to 
the Russians because there is still 
the fear that credits wouldenable 
the Soviets to use the money they 
would save thanks to the credits 
for high-tech purchases for 
military purposes. 

President Reagan, for that 
reason, will ask the Western 
industrial nations participating 
in the economic s ummi t meeting 
in Toronto to help tighten the 
current monitoring procedures 
of Western credits to the Soviet 
Union and to prevent the land of 
violations of the Cocom rules, 
which govern the exports ofhigh- 
tech products that have occurred 
in the last few months. 

Growth 

All this means that although, 
as President Reagan has said 
publicly, he wants Gorbachev's 
economic reforms, usually 
referred to as perestroika, to suc- 
ceed, he has derided against help- 
ing it in practice. The prevailing 
feeling here is that perestroika is 
an internal Soviet problem that 
depends for its success on inter- 
nal domestic reforms and that 
there is very little the West can 
to fidpiraWbg. 


Israeli Labour party 
banks on new faces

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
(Reuter): The Israeli Labour 
party, which lost its political 
stranglehold 1 1 years ago 
because voters regarded its 
leaders as old and dogmatic, has 
drawn on younger blood in 
hopes of winning the November 
genera] election. 

The party's 1. 300-member 
central committee chose 16 new- 
comers among 45 politicians 
selected on Wednesday for its 
parliamentary list. 

“It's an entirely new party, 
much more representative,” said 
Labour spokeswoman Michal 
Cohen. 

The best known victim of the 
selection process was former 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban. 
who withdrew after failing to get 
enough votes to secure a top 
place on the voting list 

Labour shares power in a four- 
year-old coalition government 
with its traditional rival, the righ- 
tist Likud bloc, but each side 
hopes for a sizeable victory in 
November that would enable it 
to rule alone. 

Prominent among the -16 
would-be new parliamentarians 
are representatives of -Israel's 
oriental or Sephardic Jews, 
whose origins arc in Islamic 
countries and who now con- 
stitute more than half the 
population. 

Ignored 

Many of these Jews, who make 
up the Sulk of Israeli blue-collar 
voters, had voted Likud in the 
past because they believed that 
Labour ignored them and was 
dominated by men and women of 
European origin. 

High in the new Labour list are 
Eli Dayan and Amir Peretz. 
mayors of newly built “develop- 
ment towns" inhabited mostly 
by Jewish immigrants from 
North Africa. 

Appeals to Soviet immigrants 
were made through the selection 
of Ephraim Gur, who came from 


Soviet Georgia and is the youn- 
gest candidate at 32. 

Once a focus of opposition to 
religious coercion in everyday 
life. Labour has also soughlalltes 
among “modern-thinking” 
religious Jews. One new can- 
didate was Avraham Burg, son 
of long-time National Religious 
Party leader Yosef Burg. 

Labour held its stranglehold 
on Israeli politics from Israel’s 
creation in 1948 until May 1977 
when then-Likud leader Mena- 
chem Begin ejected it from power 
in an upset victory. 

Many Israelis who had no 
sympathy for Begin chose to 
deprive Labour of votes because 
they were tired that the party and 
state seemed to be identified as 
one and the same. 

The late Labour Prime Mini- 
ster Golda Meir typified this 
attitude when she said: “What is 
good for Mapai is good for 
Israel.** 

Mapai, the Hebrew acronym 
for 'party of the workers of the 
land of Israel.' was Labour’s 
name in pre-state years and 
immediately afterwards. 

Mcir surrounded herself with 
colleagues of her generation, 
men and women who —like 
founding father David Ben- 
Gurion — arrived in then-Paies- 
tine from Eastern Europe about 
the time of World War I. 

Many remained fired all their 
* lives with the ideals of their youth 
in secret revolutionary societies 
in Tsarist Russia. 

“Today we are no longer in the 
era where copies of the commun- 
ist manifesto are handed out at 
congresses.” said Susan Hattis- 
Rolef. editor of Spectrum,' a 
Labour magazine in English. 

“It doesn't mean there is no 
longer any ideology. What is 
common throughout the party 
today is readiness for territorial 
compromise with Arab states.” 

The November campaign is 
widely expected to be fought on 
the issues of peace and war with 
Arab states. 


Moscow has hardly anything to sell to America 


Whatever the reasons, this 
derision is not going to please the 
general-secretary for he has said 
repeatedly that he expected the 
more amicable Soviet- American 
relationship to lead to freer East- 
West trade. 

However, it will not be easy for 
the United States to prevent a 
growth of East-West trade 1 and 
the granting of major credits.

- With perestroika having failed 
so Jar in improving . the 
availability of consumer goods 
for theaverage Soviet citizen, the 
Soviet government, in order to 
preserve faith iu Gorbachev’s 
promises, has been forced to buy 
important consumer goods 
abroad and this is likely to con- 
tinue if credits are granted in. the 
West It will be hard for Western 
enterprises to resist gaining a 
foothold in the Soviet market, 
even if this involves granting 
major credits, especially since the 
Soviet Union has been up to now 
a good credit risk. 

Trade 

Some bankers, though believe 
that with the drop in the oil price 
the Soviet credit rating may not 
prove to be as good as it has been 
in the past. Nevertheless, East- 
West trade will expand, not as 
fast as Gorbachev may have 
hoped, but faster than Washing- 
ton thinks is desirable. 

Yeutter told me that there is a 
much greater potential for -an 
expansion of trade with China, 
even in the field of high-tech- 
nology. The reason is that China 
is not seen as the land of military 
threat as is the Soviet Union. 

Asked whether the Reagan 
administration will continue to 
press the South Korean govern- 
ment for further trade- conces- 
sion in view of the renewed 
student demonstrations which

Yeutter predicted that they will 
continue irrespective of the 
domestic turbulence.

President Reagan 

Various Congressional staff 
members, directly involved, 
estimated that the chances are at 
best fifty-fifty. The bill which is 
supposed to beabout trade desig- 
ned primarily to force Japan. 
South Korea, Taiwan and some 
others to offer easier access to 
American goods, has become a' 
political football in the American 
presidential election campaign 

The Democrats in Congress 
believe that the presidential veto 
of the bill will hurt the 
Republicans because they 
believe that public sentiment is 
protectionist. 

Time 

Where they disagree among 
themselves is whether they wifi 
reap apolitical benefits by sim- 
ply resting their case on having 
succeeded in passing the bill and 
having forced- the president to 
veto it. Or whether they must 
pass a trade, bill that will be 
acceptable to the president and 
actually come into force. 

One thing is obvious, there is 
not much time left in this Con- 
gressional session to complete 
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mg necessary to pass a revised 
version of the trade bill. 

World trade has suffered in the 
last year or so because of the 
volatility of the dollar. But the 
Reagan administration con- 
fident that the value of the dollar 
has steadied down. 

There is general agreement 
between official and private 
economic forecasters that the 
dollar has reached the bottom 
line and that it will stay there at 
least for the rest of this year. 
What contributes to the con- 
fidence in those predictions is the 
gradual decline of the trade 
deficit. Yeutter told me thal 
even if the decline is slow, the 
trendline is downwards and will 
become more pronounced in 
early 1989. 

He claimed that in real dollar 
terms the trade balance 
improved by more than 30 per 
cent in the last 18 months and 
that more than half of the current 
economic growth is due to the 
improvements in the trade 
balance. 

Imports • 

What has slowed down the 
improvements in the trade 
balance are continued high 
imports and the high rate of con- 
sumption in the United States, 
but Yeutter predicted that con- 
sumption will slow down with- 
out leading to an economic reces- 
sion. The volatile exchange rate 
oftbe dollar required courage on 
the part of corporation 
executives in determining their 
plans for new investments. 

But with the dollar likely to 
remain stable it will be less risky 
to plan ahead which in turn 
should further strengthen the 
American economy and world 
trade. 

A strong American economy 
— and all indications are that it 
will remain strong without 
stimulating higher inflation and 
low unemployment. in 
traditional political terms should 
help Vice-President George 
Bush's presidential campaign. 
And so should the improvements 
of Soviet-American relations 
after the Moscow summit meet- 
ing which made President 
Reagan look like anything but a 
.“lame duck”. 

One of his aides told me that 
Reagan is determined to conduct 
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dav in office. Although he retur- 
ned tired from Moscow, he has 
since undergone two weeks of 
briefings for today's Toronto 
economic summit, he added. 
Without nodding off even once. 
He is apparently also determined 
to do some intense campaigning 
for the vice-president. 

It is a time-honoured truth 
that the kind of peace and prosp- . - 
erity that so many Americans * 
enjoy, currently helps the party 
in power and its presidential can- 
didate. It is assumed therefore 
that such conditions keep people 
from wanting to vote for the 
opposition party. 

Peace 

At least for the time being, 
though, it does not seem to apply 
to Bush's candidacy. According 
to the latest opinion polls he is 
almost ten points behind 
Michael Dukakis. the 
Democratic candidate. There 
has been a slight narrowing of the 
gap. but not enough for Bush’s 
comforts. Has the war-and- 
peace issue lost its political force? 
Those who believe in that theory 
argue that the new Soviet- 
American detente has defused^ 
the peace issue and the wide- 
spread feeling of economic pros- 
perity has raised public wflliog- 
ness to risk voting for the opposi- 
tion candidate. 

1 don't believe that what is 
happening now, before the party 
conventions, is particularly 
indicative of how Americans will 
vote in November. It could be 
indicative, though, of the per- 
sonal impression the two can- 
didates have made on the 
American public so far. 

Bush has gone over to the 
attack, pointing out Dukakis* 
weaknesses. He is following the 
political text books which advise 
that a presidential candidate 
should attack his opponent and 
conduct a negative campaign at 
thestart and only later lay out his 
policies and vision for the future. 

So far neither of the two can- 
didates has ignited much enth- 
usiasm. The Democrats, who 
tend to throw themselves into 
election campaigns with passion, 
complain about Dukakis being a A 
cold fish, a technocrat, and 
Repubficansaredisappointed by 
Bush's poor performance.

Barriers fall to Jackson’s 
unorthodox campaign

SAN DIEGO, (AP): “When I 
become president there are no 
more impossible dreams.” 

It was a refrain Jesse Jackson 
repeated often in his travels 
across the United States. He 
often seemed to marvel at how 
the. illegitimate -son of a poor 
black teenager had ended up the 
political toast of adoring crowds 
from Beverly Hills to West Mem- 
phis, Arkansas, protected by a 
pack of Secret Service agents and 
trailed by a busload of cameras 
and reporters. 

Even if he didn't become 
president, Jackson said his 
presidential campaign showed 
how far blacks had come since 
the days when they were 
relegated to the back of the bus. 

Nobody really knew how 
Jackson would be received in his 
Second Democratic presidential 
bid, and he angrily objected to 
the “but he can’t win” tag that 
often followed his name in news 
reports. When the curtain fell on 
the primary season last Tuesday, 
he bad collected nearly 7 million 
votes, some 29 per cent of the 
total. 

. That was more than double his 
1984 total and a second place 
finish out of an original field of 
seven Democrats. 

Won 

He won the vote in Alabama, 
Alaska, Delaware, Georgia, Vir- 
ginia, District of Columbia. 
Louisiana. Michigan. Missis- 
sippi,. South Carolina, Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands. 

■Some states where he won 
more than 20 per cent of the vote 
bad black populations of less 
than 1 -per cent, thus accomplish- 
ing one of Jackson's key goals 
this year— adding white votes to 
his core constituency of blacks. 

- Jackson delights in belittling 
the skeptics and* pundits who 
speculated he couldn't do that. 

: On thecampaign trail, he often 
told the story of a white suppor- 
ter who came up to him iri 
Beaumont, Texas. The man 
recalled he had seen Jackson 20 
years earlier at a civil rights 
demonstration. He was on the 
other side, wearing the robes of 
theKuKluxKlan. 

The man said he was voting for 
Jackson in 1988. 

• There were other such 
dramatic stories along the cam- 
paign trail as Jackson crisscros- 
sed the country courting blue 
collar workers, farmers, women.

gays, Hispanic® and other min- 
ority groups with his message of 
“economic common ground." 

Today, Jackson claims „ilie 
legacy of his campaign is iu the 
creation of a coalition forged 
against “ancient barriers” of 
race, religion, sex. He says he will 
make it a permanent political 
force beyond the election. ' 

Officially, he launched his 
1988 campaign last October. In 
reality, he had never really stop- 
ped campaigning after 1984. con- 
tinuing to travel the country daz- 
zling audiences with his 
oratorical skills. 

His campaign kickoff in a 
rural Iowa hamlet was part of his 
concerted 1988 effort to attract 
hard pressed farmers along with 
others who had suffered in the 
years of President Ronald 
Reagan’s government. 

The other centerpiece of his 
campaign was a promise to put a 
stop to drugs and guns in the 
streets of America. 

Trademark 

The drug issue quickly became 
one of the most consistent crowd 
pleasers in Jackson’s stump 
speech. Soon others in the race 
were also hitting the drug theme. 

Jackson's speeches were often 
as motivational as political in 
orientation. 

. “I want something govern- 
ment can't give you,” he told a 
rally last week. “I want .you to 
fed better about yourself, lift 
your spirits..". - !'. 

“Jusi because it rains you 
don’t have to drown,” wasa vin- 
tage Jackson line. . ‘ . 

Jackson's trademark ' was 
crowds numbering . in the 
thousands. 

His penchant for wading into 
the! throng to shake hands and 
jack. Up babies contributed to 
another trademark, a schedule 


that invariably ran hours behind 
schedule. 

It was a non-traditional can- 
didacy — that of a black Baptist 
minister who had never held any 
governmental post.

He brought in advisers with 
longtime party credentials, and 
in contrast to 1984 spent time 
meeting with Congressional and 
state level Democratic leaders. 

He made friends like the 
popular Texas agriculture com- 
missioner, Jim Hightower. He 
found some enemies, like the out- 
spoken mayor ofNew York City, 
Ed Koch, who madehimSelf the 
voice of the anti-Jackson Jewish 
vote. .

THE GHOST of Mary Jo 
Kopechne and her death al 
Chappaquiddick bridge have 
returned to haunt Senator 
Edwaiti Kennedy. 

As the former presidential 
candidate runs for his fifth full 
term' of 'office a a senator for 
Massachusetts this year, 
Joseph Gargan, his cousin and 
lawyer, has broken 19 years of 
silence to : reveal what really 
happened on Chappaquiddick 
jslandthat tragic summer night 

Gargan’s revelations are 
made in a book by Leo Daxnore 
called Senatorial Privilege it is 
to be published in America on 
June 23. If the disclosures are 
true they show how Kennedy 
has deceived police and news- 
paper investigators for almost 
two decades, and how the 
weigh t of the Kennedy political 
machine was responsible for a 
conspiracy of silence. How- 
ever, the Kennedy family have 
denied the charges. 

Alleged 

What Gargan is alleged to 
claim is that Kennedy planned 
to lie about who was driving the 
car, did not appear interested in 
saving Kopechne, and as a 
result ofhis indifference did not 
report the accident for almost 
i 10 hours. 

The book emphasises that if 
Kennedy had acted with more 
care and sooner Kopechne 
could be alive today. 

All that has been certain up 
to now is that Kopechne, a 
young political secretary, was 
found dead in Kennedy's 
upturned Oldsmobile car in a 
river off Chappaquiddick 
island on a murky Sunday mor- 
ning on July 19, 1969. 

By evening, as news of the 
event Filtered off the island near 
Martha's Vineyard od 
America's east coast, questions 
began to be asked. 

Newsweek magazine set the . 
tone: “On the face of it what 
happened to Teddy Kennedy at 
about midnight last Friday on a 
■ sandy islet of Chappaquiddick 
seemed at first hardly different 
from the kind of incident desk 
sergeants inscribe on police 
blotters every night of the week 
this time of year. 

“A man drives a girl home 
after a late-night party at a 
summer resort, misses a narrow 
bridge on an unfamiliar road 
and plunges into the waters 
below... But, when the man in 


question is a senator, a- Ken- 
nedy whose star is ascendant; 


between the tragedy and his 
reporting it — and when the 
senator’s associates are known 
to have, been powerfully con- 
cerned over his drinking habits, 
his daredevil driving and his 
ever-ready eye for a pretty face, 
then the incident (Ties out for 
precisely, the- explanations,' 
which as Teddy went into 
seclusion in the family home 
of Hyannis port, were left 
bafffingly obscure.” ' 

The party was the second 
annual reunion for six single 
women, known as “the boiler- ; 
room girls." "They were 
secretaries and administrators 
who had worked in Robert 
Kennedy's presidential cam- 
paign, but, when he was assas- 
sinated, had drifted apart and 
taken other jobs. 

One of the women, Esther 
Newberg, suggested to Joseph 
Gargan, the Kennedys' cousin 
and dose political aide, that 
they should have a reunion 
“cook-out" on the tiny Chap- 
paquiddick island in the Atlan- 
lic. 

Gargan rented a cottage and 
invited Kennedy and fourother 
men: Jack Crimmins, Ken- 
nedy's part-time chauffeur; 
Paul Mrricham, his legal con- 
fidant; Ray La Rosa, a former 
campaign worker; and Charles 
Tretter, a lawyer and campaign 
aide. 

Fixer 

Gargan, in his capacity as 
“fixer" to the Kennedy family, 
provided drinks, a barbecue 
and music from a portable 
radio. Nevertheless it was a 
slightly anxious affair. Nobody 
seemed to be in party mood. 
Gargan remembered Kennedy 
leaving with Kopechne at 
about 11.50 pm. 

in Damore's book, Gargan 
tells how, shortly after mid- 
night. La Rosa went into the 
cottage's kitchen and told him 
that the senator wanted to see 

him - 

When he got outside, Ken- 
nedy was sitting on the back 
seat of a Plymouth Valiant. 
“There's been a terrible 
accident," Kennedy said. “The 
car's gone off the bridge down' 
by the beach, and Mary Jo is in 
it.” 

Gargan recalled: “He made 
it clear he was driving the car; 
and Mary Jo was with him. He 
didn't say how the accident 
happened. All be said was: 
■There’s been an accident.'

That's ah 1 needed to know. 
The only thing that hit my mind 
was: *Go to the bridge as 
quickly as possible.’ 

The book tells how Gargan, 
Markham and Kennedy raced 
to the bridge and while Ken- 
nedy lay on his back with his 
hands behind his head, Mark- 
ham and Gargan dived into the 
water- 

in the fast-flowing current, it 
became clear that a rescue 
attempt by the two drunk men 
was impossible. “I was thinking 
what happened had to be repor- 
ted immediately,’' Gargan is 
reported as saying. 


The book claims that Ken- 
nedy said: “Okay, take me to 
Edgartown.” As the three 
drove towards the island's 
shore opposite the fashionable 
summer resort, Kennedy, 
according to Gargan, kept say- 
ing: “Do you believe it Joe? Do 
you believe it Joe? Do you 
believe it happened?” 

Gargan is described telling 
how the senator was. silent 
about bis intentions but 
appeared not to want to report 
the accident. He asked to be 
taken back to the cottage to 
establish a story. Kennedy sug- 
gested that when be was back at 


the Shire town Inn, the nearby 
hotel in which he was supposed 
to have been staying, Gargan 
could “discover” the accident 
and report to the police that 
Mary Jo had been alone m the 
car. 

Problems 

There were, however, several 
problems with this scheme: 
neither the senator, nor Mark- 
ham knew Mary Jo that well 
and neither could say whether 
she could drive or even posses- 
sed a driving license; they did 
not know if Kennedy had been 
seen at the bridge by anybody; 


and besides. Gargan realised 
that it would be almost impos- 
sible to persuade the rest of the 
people at the party to provide 
an alibi and get Kennedy off the 
hook. 

According to Gargan. Ken- 
nedy became irritable until fin- 
ally, as theircar approached the 
shore, he said: “All righL Joey. 
I'll lakecareofit. You go back. 
Don't upset the girls, don't get 
them involved." . 

To Gargan and Markham’s 
astonishment, Kennedy is said 
to have jumped out of the car 
and dived off the quayside into 
the water. As he started swim-

rntng across the short stretch of 
water that divides Cbap- 
paquiddick from Edgartown. 
Gargan, who was deeply unim- 
pressed by Kennedy's handling 
of the tragedy, said: “1 hope he 
drowns, the son of a bitch." 

Gargan and Markham could 
not believe what they dis- 
covered the next morning. 
They had assumed the swim 
would bring Kennedy to his 
senses. 

Bui Gargan says his anger 
soared when he discovered 
Kennedy coolly chatting to 
other hotei guests, and he real- 
ised nothing bad been done. 
Gargan. Markham and Ken- 
nedy went into Kennedy's 
room. “What happened?" 
asked Markbam. “1 didn't 
report it." replied Kennedy. 

The senator then told them 
how he had swum across the 
channel, slipped into the 
Shiretown Inn. changed his 
clothes, and established his 
presence at the hotel by asking a 
porter the time. Kennedy said 
he bad expected Gargan to 
report the accident. 

A row then look place in 
which, Gargan now claims, 
Kennedy said: “I’m going to 
say that Mary Jo was driving." 

However, both Markham 
and Gargan prevailed on him 


(o report the accident. Even- 
tually. the senator went to a 
phone box to call the police. 

Bui. Damore's book reveals 
how b\ this lime it was much 
too laic - the car and Kope- 
chne had been found by two 
fishermen almost three hours 
earlier that morning. As Ken- 
nedy was on the phone, John 
Farrar, a Massachusetts Fire 
Department diver was hauling 
Kopechne’s body from the Old- 
smobile. 

Farrar remembers how 
Kopechne's head was cocked 
back and her face was pressed 
into the foot well below the 
dashboard. It was not the posi- 
tion of somebody knocked 
unconscious on impact, but of 
someone clawing to find any air 
trapped inside the car. 

The book's implication is 
clear: Kennedy could have 
saved Kopechne, but instead 
saved himself and evaded his 
duty of reporting the accident 
for almost 10 hours. 

A month later Kennedy 
pleaded guilty to leaving the 
accident’s scene and was given 
a two-month suspended sen- 
tence.

Rarely do both defenders pose an 
equal threat to the contract. More 
often than not, only one will be a 
menace — and he will be quickly- and 
easily identified. Your job, then, is 
to keep him off lead until your con- 
tract is safe. 

North was a wee bit aggressive on 
this hand. Since his partner had, at 
best, 15 points and could be as weak 
as 12 or 13, it might seem more 
judicious to have passed one- no 
trump. But North gave full weight 
to his intermediates and five-card 
suit, and South accepted the invita- 


tion for the same reasons. 

After the normal lead of the 
fourth-best diamond, declarer soon 
knew who was the danger hand. He 
ducked the queen of diamonds at 
the first trick, and played low again 
on the diamond continuation. A 
third round of the suit, on which 
East discarded a spade, was won by 
tbe ace. 

Obviously, the club finesse had to 
.be right for the contract to suc- 
ceed— if West held the king of 
dubs, he could cash two more dia- 
monds when he gained the lead with 
that card. A careless declarer would 
have crossed to the table and led a 
dub for a finesse. When that suc- 
ceeded, he would have cashed the 
ace of dubs — and gone down if East 
were an able defender. That worthy 
would jettison the king of dubs un- 
do: the ace, and West’s jack would 
have become an entry. 

South correctly entered dummy 
with the queen of spades and suc- 
cessfully finessed the queen of 
dubs. He then crossed back to the 
table with the ace of spades for an- 
other dub lead. Had East played 
low, declarer intended to take his 
ace and continue a dub. However, 
East did the best he could by pop- 
ping up with the king, but declarer 
was equal to the task. He countered 
neatly by allowing East to hold the 
trick, and the contract could not be 
defeated.

H U NDREDS of taxable motor- 
cycles from Singapore are being 
unloaded in several ports of Min- 
danao without any certificate of 


Customs, said PC Major Ismael 
Daulog, highway patrol chief of 
Central Mindanao. 

Daulog said the barter trade is 
used as a channel in distributing 
his illegal importation and cheat- 
ing the government of several 
millions of pesos in taxes.

A high-ranking custom 
official from central Mindanao, 
who asked not to be identified, 
deplored the government's 
inability to stop smuggling in the 
barter trade. 

Bill to reward

TWO congressmen have filed a 
bill seeking to “discourage graft 
and corruption" in the govern- 
ment and provide incentives for 
honest workers in the public 
service. 

In filing House Bill No. 7980, 
Reps Mario Serra T y and Ben- 
jamin V. Bautista cited a con- 
stitutional provision which 
provides that “the state shall 
maintain honesty and integrity in 
the public service and take 
positive and elective measures 
against graft and corruption. 

Ty and Bautista said that 
“there is still a chance for the 
Filipino public servant to redeem 
himself in the midst of this 
seemingly desparate moral si tua- 
lion.” 

To remedy the situation, the 
two congressmen said that there 
is a need to educate the people on 
the bad effects of graft and 
corruption and give incentives to 
those who report such crime.

A DAVAO City-bound Philip- 
pine Airlines pkne aborted take- 
off at the Ninoy Aquino Inter- 
national Airport after two of its 
tires burst at the runway. 

Airport officials said the pilot 
managed to stop the plane in the 
middle of the NAIA runway and 
its more than 100 passengers, all 
shaken but unhurt, were told to 
get off and return to thedomestic 
airport. 

The incident happened as 
PAL. the country’s Hag-carrier, 
embarked on a S20-million 
safety programme to improve its 
flight facilities and prevent plane 
accidents and crashes. 

Probe on loans to 
Marcos cronies 

TWO Senate committees last 
week started compiling moun- 
tains of evidence to prosecute 
cronies of deposed President 
Marcos whose corporations 
were granted more than PI 40 
billion in “behest loans” by state- 
owned banks. 

“They have to pay their dues 
to society," said Sen. Alberto 
Romulo. whose committee on 
banks, currency and financial 
institutions^ has teamed up with 
the blue ribbon committee to 
investigate the beneficiaries of 
the behest loans. 

Sen Teofisio Guingona, chair- 
man of the blue ribbon commit- 
tee, summoned former Philip- 
pine National Bank chairman 
Panfilo Domingo and former 
Development Bank of the Philip- 
pines chairman Cesar Zalamea 
to appear Tuesday in a joint 
hearing of the committees to 
identify the cronies and the cor- 
porations whose indiscriminate 
borrowings, the senators char- 
ged, nearly led to the collapse of 
the two slate-owned banks.

Marcos may return to stand trial 


PRESIDENT AQUINO has 
hinted for the first time that she 1 
.would allow Ferdinand Marcos 
to return if the courts decide that 
he is needed for the prosecution 
of charges of corruption against 
him. 

“Whatever the courts say, 
definitely, we will respect their 
decision," Aquino told Palace 
reporters in an ambush, 
interview. 

She was asked to comment on 
a statement by Ramon Diaz, 
chairman of the Presidential 
Commission on Good Govern- 
ment, that he favours allowing 
Marcos to come home to face 
charges of footing the country 
during his 20-year rule. 

“Later on. that (Marcos' 
return) will be necessary but for 
the meantime, w6 will just have to 
wait," Aquino said. 

The president's statement was 
the first indication that she might 
reconsider her policy towards 
Marcos, who has lived in Hon- 
olulu, Hawaii, since his overth- 
row in a civilian-backed military 
revolt in 1986. 

Aquino has banned -Marcos' 
return, saying he is a threat to 
national security. 


Cory tops 

popularity 

contest 

PRESIDENT Aquino's popu- 
larity, which took a dive late last 
year, has bounced back to the 
1986 level, the results of a nation- 
wide opinion poll showed. 

The survey, conducted by the 
Ateneo de Manila University, 
revealed that 76 per cent of the 
respondents were satisfied with 
the performance of Aquino. 

During the last quarter of 
1987, Aquino's popularity fell to 
only 55 per cent, way below the 
highest mark she had attained in 
October 1 986 when 78 percent of 
people surveyed gave her a satis- 
factory performance rating. 

Aquino scored the highest 
approval rating in Mindanao, 
followed by the Visayas and 
Luzon, excluding Metro Manila 
which gave her the lowest rating. 

In Mindanao, Aquino bad the 
approval of 88 per cent of the 
respondents (90 per cent from 
those in rural .tireasrtmd- 86 per 
cent from urtajugspandents), in 
the MsayavIlfoKSI per cent 
rural and 80 percent urban), and 
in Luzon.

Laurel got a nationwide 
approval rating of 39 per cent, 
but in Metro Manila he had a 
negative 9 percent rating.

The survey conducted from 
January to March this year 
covered 2,000 respondents selec- 
ted through random sampling, 
the Ateneo pollsters said.

THE Philippine Air Lines’ age- 
ofd control and monopoly over 
domestic air services will soon be 

a thing of the past. 

Arturo Coron. executive £ 
director of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, told a press conference 
that the CAB has just passed a 
resolution recommending 
Malacanang’s repeal of Letter of 
Instruction No. 501 issued by 
former Presides! Marcos, which 
gives PAL the sole right to run 
passenger and air cargo flights in 
the country. 

The CAB. a body headed by 
Transportation and Commun- 
ications Secretary Rainerio 
Reyes, has jurisdiction over air 
lines' operations in and out of the 
Philippines. . , 

Coron said the CAB is only 
awaiting President Aquino's 
issuance of an executive order on 
the matter before acting on the 
requests of several firms to allow 
them to handle passenger flighty 
or run an air cargo office. 

Asked whether the CAB 
derision will result in further los- 
ses for the already financially 
strapped government air fine. 
Coron said “definitely, PAL's 
income will go down. But the 
policy of our government is that 
competition will have more 
merits than monopoly at this 
poinL” 

There have been numerous 
complaints in the past about the 
services and operations of PAL, 
and government authorities 
believe the best way to improve 
air transport services is to allow 
other prospective firms to offer 
domestic air services. 

Coron said the CAB has 
already received a request from 
Metro-Air Corporation headed 
by former PAL pilot Francisco 
Pepito to allow it to fly passen- 
gers to various parts of the coun- 
try. He said that the Aboitiz ship- 
ping firm wants to branch out 
into handling air cargo and has 
allegedly bought four C-130 5 
planes for this purpose. 

The paid-up capital of Aboitiz 
is P150 million, while Metro-Air 
has put up PI 50,000. AirTrans- 
, portation Office chief Victorino

capacity. 

Another requirement, said *4 
PaJpal-latoc, is for the air lines to 1 
■have their own hangar, mainten- 
ance shops and management 
offices. 

The bid of foreign companies 
to enter the domestic air services 
market was rejected, said Coron. 

He said that the Philippines have 
also adopted an open skies-like 
liberalised policy to allow foreign 
air lines to land at our airport.

When a 
tiny kangaroo baby, just an 
inch long, is delivered, it grabs 
its mother's hair, and climbs 
until it reaches the marsupium, 
or “pouch." Once there, the 
kangaroo mother provides it 
with the appropriate body tem- 
perature, feeds it, and gives it 
affection. 

Practice 

Colombian doctors assumed 
that if it worked for marsupials, 
it could work for human beings 
as well — with the sole dif- 
ference that in the case of 
humans, the “pouch" should 
be farther up, where the breasts 
are. The baby should be kept 
there, skin-to-skin, and uprighi 
so it doesn't choke. 

The standard practice in hos- 
pitals following World Health 
Organisation (WHO) 

guidelines is to incubate 
premature babies in heated 
cabinets if they weigh under 
1,500 grams. But to Dr Edgar 
Sanabria Rey, coordinator and 


one of tbe founding “fathers” 
of the “kangaroo mothers” 
programme separating a baby 
from its mother is a major 
professional crime." 

Rey" 5 experience of teaching 
child health at the National 
University of Bogota for over 
20 years made him realise that 
isolation, artificial heat, infant 
formula, and temporary sup- 
pression of motherly bonding 
conld not best benefit a defen- 
celess human being who 
needed, more than anything 
else, to be breastfed, and to 
have close contact with its 
mother. 

For him, the decision to 
tine u bate the baby should be 
based on its clinical condition 
— and not on weight alone. So 
if the baby is underweight but 
otherwise in good health, it 
should be kept with the mother, 
who “is the only person who 
can give it love, warmth, and 
breast milk." 

When the premature toby is 
born, Rey explains, "it is put 
under observation for 48 hours 


to detect any abnormal res- 
piratory condition, congenital 
disease, jaundice, or other ail- 
ment. During that period, the 
mother can come to the 
incubator as many times as she 
wants, either to breastfeed the 
baby or just to pamper or 
stimulate him or Her. During 
that time, we also show her how 
to become a “kangaroo 
mother.” Then, if there is no 
adverse condition, or os soon as 
a temporary condition passes, 
the baby goes home with the 
mother— although she stays in 
touch with the clinic and can 
return whenever she needs to. 

“By then she already knows 
that she has to snuggle her baby 
against her breast so that the 
toby keeps in contact with her 
skin 24hoursaday. In this way, 
she keeps the baby at a normal 
body temperature of 37 to 38 
degrees Centigrade (96 Fahren- 
heit). She will continue to keep, 
the baby dose for 'as long as 
necessary until it is able to con- 
trol its own body temperature. 
Compared with incubators, 
mothers have the advantage of 
neither overheating nor suffer- 
ing power shortages!" 

Denies 

Dr Rey strongly denies thaL 
incubators are redundant as a 
result of the programme. 
“What happens is that this 
programme makes a rational 
use of the apparatus. If a toby 
shows any pathology, he or she 
goes to the incubator. But 
again, as soon as the condition 
is over, the baby goes home 
with, the mother.” Close 
supervision of the baby's 
development will follow, with 
frequent check-ups al the hosp- 
ital. And importantly for a 
developing country, care costs 


are reduced from an avera 
S79 a day in an incubator, to $2 
a day with a kangaroo mother. 
Ninety-four out of every hun- 
dred tobies selected for the 
programme (about one third of 
all premature births at the hos- 
pital) survive. Before the 
programme started six out of 
ten premature babies born in 
Bogota died. 

The United Nations Chil- 
dren's Fund (UNICEF) has 
followed the project’s 
experience closely. Four years 
ago it began to publicise it, and 
to recommend specialists from 
other countries to visit and 
where possible, modify it for 
use within their own countries. 

The Bolivian Ministry of 
Health has adopted “kangaroo 
mothers" as one of its ouitiaJ 
programmes, and the 
experience is being studied for 
appropriate adaptation in 
Haiti. Peru, Ecuador, Great 
Britain, Italy, El Salvador, and 
recently in Norway. Last year. 
Dr Hector Martinez delivered a 
tele-conference on tbe subject 
that reached 45 countries by 
satellite. 

Says Dr Rey: “We are trying 
to make a contribution to 
Colombian children and others 
around the world. Premature 
babies have to have a fair 
chance to live and grow in 
optimal conditions. Sometimes 
it is not our economic but our 
intellectual under-develop- 
ment which prevents us from 
proposing and implementing 
our own solutions to our 
problems, as well as sharing 
them with others. However, 
this programme shows what we 
can do, and we should not 
hesitate to show the rest of the 
world.” /Pams

Women get short shrift in AIDS research

NEW YORK, (AP y. Women 
have gotten short shrift so far in 
AIDS research, and differences 
in how they experience the dis- 
ease may be going unnoticed, a 
psychologist said recently. 

Researchers have been “pay- 
ing more attention to women as 
transmitters of the disease” 
than as patients, said Caroline 
Sports, president of the Femin- 
ist Institute. 

Sparks was among several 
psychologists discussing 
women and AIDS at the 
American Psychological 


Association's annual meeting. 
Another researcher presented 
evidence that women perceive 
the AIDS risk differently from 
men. 

Women account for about 7 
per cent of the 40,845 recorded 
AIDS cases in the United 
States, the US centres for dis- 
ease control say. About half 
were infected through 
intravenous drug abuse, 30 per 
cent through hetro sexual sex, 
1 1 percent from transfusions of 
blood or blood products, and 
10 per cent through unknown 
means, CDC says. 

Women accounted for44per 
cent of people seeking the 


AIDS antibody blood test this 
summer at a sampling of 
California test sites, a rise from 
28percentfora 1985-86 study, 
researchers said. 

Sparks said her study of 
published AIDS research arti- 
cles found the main interest in 
women was how mothers can 
infect their children and pros- 
titutes can infect customers 
with the AIDS virus. 

Her work, financed by the 
National Institute of Menial 
Health, analysed studies of 
AIDS research published in 
1982-85 in the Journal of the 
American Medical Associa- 
tion, the New England Journal 
of Medicine and the British 


Journal Lancet 

Her analysis ofthe533A!DS 
articles found about 100 times 
as much space allotted to 
women injecting others as 
prostitutes and mothers than to 
women being infected through 
intra venous drug abuse. 

The disparity in research “is 
a real problem,” said 
Jacqueline Gentry, chief of 
science communications at the 
NIMH. 

“We really haven’t focused 
on women who are infected ... 
or women who have AIDS,” 
she said. “We really don't know 
about the differences in the 
course of the disease” between 
men and women, she said.

Kuwaiti minister ends Maghreb visit

LUS.UCA June 18, (Reuter): 
Zambia has ended price control 
on bread, which was selling on 
the black market at three times its 
official price. 

An announcement in today's 
official gazette also abolished 
fixed prices for wheal and flour 
and authorised a 50 j*er cent 
increase in the price of milk. 

But it did not affect maize 
(corn) meal, the staple food of 
Zambians, which remains con- 
trolled and subsidised. 

Backtrack 

Food prices are one of the 
most sensitive political issues in 
Zambia, where riots in 19S6 for- 
ced the government tc backtrack 
after trying to remove subsidies 
on maize meal under a since- 
abandoned International Mon- 
etary Fund (IMF) programme. 

Western diplomats in Lusaka 
said they did not believe the 
government was planning; any 
broader changes in price policies. 

Government officials said the 
latest move was aimed at 
encouragingZambian farmers to 
grjw more wheat. Production 


fells far short of the country’s 
needs and farmers blame 
drought, price control and cheap 
imports for the shortages. 

Before today's announ- 
cement, the retail price of a stan- 
dard white loaf was officially 
fixed at 2.47 kwacha (31 cents). 
But supplies were scarce and a 
loaf was selling on the black 
market at about eight kwacha 
(SI). 

The announcement raised the 

E rice of ' milk to 4.60 kwacha a 
tre (33 cents a pint) from 3. IS 
kwacha (22 cents a pint). 

The IM F, the World Bank and 
Western donor nations have 
urged the government to lift its 
curbs on pnees, interest rates and 
the exchange rate. President 
Kenneth Kaunda refuses, saying 
consumers must be protected 
from inflation. 

Other goods whose prices 
remain controlled, such as maize 
meal, soap, detergents, cooking 
oiLand sugar, have also been in 
short supply. Long queues out- 
side shops are a familiar sight in 
Lusaka and other towns. 


TUNIS, June 18, (KUNA): 
Kuwait's Minister of Commerce 
and Industry Faisal Abdul Raz- 
zak Al Khaled today said that his 
tour of the Arab Maghreb coun- 
tries has gained special impor- 
tance as Tar as economic and 
commercial relations are concer- 
ned.

More than 103 million shares of 
Occidental Petroleum Corn 
changed bands on the New York 
Siock Exchange yesterday, set- 
ting a record for the most active 
trading in one company's shares 
in one day. the exchange said. 


The closing volume for 
Occidental was 103,802,200, 
more volume than all the stocks 
traded in the market on May 23. 
On that day total NYSE volume 
was 102,640,000 shares. 


Previously, the largest volume 
of a company’s shares traded on 
a single day was 96,839,900 
shares ofPacificGasand Electric 
Co bought and sold on June 8. 


DOHA. ' June 18, (Reuter): 
Qatar's banks, struggling to cope 
with a Gulf recession and a stag- 
nant economy, have launched a 
drive into the emirate’s retail 
market in what could lead to a 
bead-on clash with foreign 
banks. 

Bankers said bad debts and 
sluggish government spending 
had caused a sharp drop in new 
lending, prompting banks to 
expand their services to small 
clients to try to generate new 
revenue. 

“As corporate lending is no 
more viable, some local banks 
are following the foreign banks 
in a move into retail banking," 
said one banker. 

The nine local banks turned in 
mixed.results last year. The big- 
gest, Qatar National Bank 
(QNB), doubled its net profits 
while the second largest, Doha 


Bank, registered a steep decline. 

Bankers said Qatar's five 
foreign banks, reluctant to 
expand lending because borr- 
owers had for some time been 
unable to repay loans and earn- 
ings were diverted into prov- 
isions for bad debts, might see 
profits squeezed by increased 
competition in the 1 ucrative retail 
market. 

The push by local b anks into 
the retail market has led to a 
scarable to install automated 
teller machines, offer credit cards 
and extend small-scale consumer 
credit.

Foreign banks have not yet 
published 1987 results. Bankers 
said earnings of some showed a 
modest recovery by 1988 had 
yielded few signs of a further 
pickrup and the more aggressive 


policies of local banks could 
increase pressure further. 

“The environment is becom- 
ing more hostile' for foreign 
banks ... it makes a lot of sense to 
move into a partnership with a 
local (banking) group," said one 
foreign banker.

These subsidies are costing 
the major industrial countries 
$150 billion annually in higher 
government support payments 
and increased food costs to con- 
sumers. 

Opposition 

He acknowledged that the US 
proposal to eliminate subsidies 
was facing intense opposition, 
with Washington hoping 
basically for a reiteration in 
Toronto of a pledge the indus- 
trialised nations made last 
month in Paris to press forward 
in negotiations on the issue. 

. The US delegation, led by 
Baker, had pressed for more 
specific language to adopt 
Reagan’s call for a subsidy-free 
world in agricultural trade by a 
specific date. 


But Baker contended yester- 
day that progress had been made 
in Paris. 

“The fact that we are even dis- 
cussing this very difficult 
problem of agricultural subsidies 
represents progress” he said. ”It 
is not going to be at all easy to 
move toward eliminating sub- 
sidies or reducing subsidies for 
any of us unless we are all able to 
go to our farmers and say the 
world is going to do this.” 

Com prank* 

European nations have a rgued 
that it i s politically impossible to 
eliminate all farm subsidies, and 
a proper compromise would be 
to reduce them, perhaps by cut- 
ting them in half. 

The United States is hoping to 
keep the pressure on so thai hard 
bargaining to end protectionism 
in agriculture can take place at a 
Montreal trade meeting in 
December. 

The Montreal meeting will be 
a mid-term review for the current 
round of global trade talks which 
were launched in 1986 in 
Uruguay and scheduled to end in 
1990. 


KD deposits firm 
in fixed periods

announced a KD100 million 
Treasury bill issue for Wednes- 
day, but eased in the short dates. 

Dealers said fresh customer 
money boosted liquidity, p ulling 
down overnight rates from 10 per 
cent bids early in the morning to 
five per cent offers. Tomorrow- 
next, which dealt at six per cent 
early in the day, was quoted at 4- 
1/2, 3- i /4 per cent by early after- 
noon. 

Tightening 

Spot-next, which traded at six 
per cent in early deals, was later 
put at 31/2, 4-1/2 per cent. 

Dealers said the three-month 
bill issue, the i6th of bills and 
bonds since Kuwait launched a 
public borrowing scheme last 


November, caused a slight tight- 
ening of fixed-period rates. 

After one and six-month deals 
at six per cent, the one through 
six-month periods were put at 6- 
5/8, 3/8 per cent and the nine and 
12-month at 6-3/4, 3/8 per cent 
from Thursday’s uniform 6-7/16, 
3/16 per cent. 

The Central Bank dinar 
exchange rate was unchanged 
from Thursday and Wednesday 
at 0.27690/00 to the dollar, while 
commercial banks quoted spot 
rates steady at 0.27695/02. 

Meanwhile, in Bahrain, Saudi 
riyal interbank deposit rates 
were steady yesterday in a vir- 
tually dead market as banks 
prepared to make payment on 
Monday for Saudi Arabia’s first- 
ever government bond issue. 


Al Hamar calls for UAE bank mergers 


ABU DHABI, June 18, (Reuter): 
The Governor of the UAE Cen- 
tral Bank called yesterday for 
bank mergers to cut competition 
because of reduced business in 
the emirates. 

This might consist of two or 
more local bank; merging or 
could also involve foreign bank 
branches, Abdul Malik Al 
Hamar told Reuters in written 
replies to questions. 

■^Business activity shrank con- 
siderably in the past five years,” 
he said. “No one expects (it) to 
resume the levels of the late 70s 
and early 80s.” 

Competition among the 
UAE's 19 local and 29 foreign 
banks is intense and the Central 
Bank is urging them to work out 
their own ways to merge, he 
added. 

Many UAE banks are saddled 
with large non-performing 
loans, a legacy of rash lending 
during the oil-boom years, and 


bankers see few opportunities for 
better business in new lending. 

The National Bank of Abu 
Dhabi and Abu Dhabi Commer- 
cial Bank, both debt-ridden and 
goveromen t-controhed, are seen 
by bankers as possible can- 
didates to join forces. 

Mergers in 1984 and in 1985, 
when the Union Bank of the 
Middle East took over Dubai 
Bank with about one billion dir- 
hams (S272 million) of govern- 
ment cash, cut the number of 
UAE banks by four. 

DM Id! 

Al Hamar added that a gover- 
nment issue of bonds with 
maturities of 5- 1 0 years would be 
an effective way to finance persis- 
tent budget deficits. 

The UAH’s consolidated 
deficit was 10.9 billion dirhams 
($2.9 billion) last year, 22 per cent 
less than in 1986. 

The Finance and Industry 
Ministry has said an early bona 


issue, proposed by Al Hamar, is 
unlikely. Bankers' say this year's 
deficit is likely to be financed as 
usual largely by bank loans. 

“The government has not 
issued bonds before and its 
experience is making it 
cautious,” a Western banker 
said. 

But he said a bond issue laun- 
ched this week by neighbouring 
Saudi Arabia, its first big borr- 
owing from banks in 25 years, 
could encourage the UAE to 
follow suit. 

On a separate issue, bankers 
said many banks may refuse to 
pay annual licence fees to 50.000 
dirhams ($13,600) for each head 
office and 10,000 dirhams 
($2,700) per branch as demanded 
this month by the Central Rank. 

“The amount makes it look 
like a storm in a tea cup, but its 
the principle that matters,” a 
banker said. “The fees are a new 
idea and the banks were not con- 
sulted.”

Wail Street stocks advanced yes- 
terday in die heaviest tradingday 
so far this year, but US bond 
prices slumped again, raising the 
possibility that higher interest 
rates could abort Wall Street’s 
summer rally. 

The dollar traded in a narrow 
range and finished mixed as 
foreign exchange dealers 
squared their positions ahead of 
the Group of Seven summit that 
begins tomorrow in Toronto. 

On Wall Street, the Dow Jones 
Industrial Average closed up 
9.78 points at 2,104.02 in a 
volume of 343.92 million shares, 
the fifth heaviest trading day ever 
on the New York Stock 
exchange. For the week the Dow 
added 2.3 1 points. 

Much of the volume reflected 
the triple expiration of stock 
index options, stock futures and 
individual stock options, com- 
monly known as the 'triple witch- 
ing hour.' The triple witching in 
the past has caused wide price 
swings, but the effect was ben- 
eficial yesterday as investors 
. moved their attention from 
interest- rate worries. 

Bond prices, which slumped 
on Thursday, fell again amid 
continuing rumours about rising 
overseas interest rales. The same 
rumours knocked the Dow 37.16 
points on Thursday from its 
post-crash high of 2,131.40, set 
on Wednesday. 

Aside from worries that the 
West German and Japanese cen- 
tral banks would hike their 
interest ra tes, a fresh rumour that 
Washington may tax foreign hol- 
ders of US bonds unsettled the 
credit market. “We would be cut- 
ting our nose off to spite our 
face,” one trader said. 

A devastating drought in the 
Midwest, which has driven com- 
modity futures sharply higher, 
also aggravated the bond mark- 
et's fear of inflation. 

The benchmark 30-year 
T reasury bond declined M /32 to 
100-8/31 raising the yield to 9.10 
per cent from nine per cent on 
Thursday and 9.03 per cent last 
Friday. 
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' AESHAHL-lhdex for Kuwaiti shareholding companies recorded 
on Wednesday an average of 38.58 points with an increase of 1.07 
points from last week's average. Alshall Index for Gulf sharehold- 
ing companies reached 48.06 points with an increase of 0.03 point 
for the same period. 

The trading volume for Kuwaiti shares reached 100.75 million 
shares at a daily average of 20.15 million shares with a substantial 
increase of 144 per cent over the previous week's daily average of 
8.25 milli on shares. Gulf traded shares reached 105.37 million 
shares at a daily average of 21. 07 million shares with an increase of 
23 per cent over last week’s daily average of 17. 15 million shares. 

The value of Kuwaiti traded shares was KD25.948 million at a 
daily average of KD5. 1 90 million, an increase of] 96 per cent over, 
last week's daily average of KD1.752 million. The value of Gulf 
traded shares was KJD9.094 million at a daily average of KD 1.819 
million an increase of 53 per cent over last week's daily average of 
KD1.189 rpillion. 

The market was especially active ax the beginning of the week. 
This was reflected positively on all three market indicators: prices, 
volume and value. For Kuwaiti shares, the banking sector, after 
ranking third for the last two weeks, came first at a high percentage 
of 59.5.of which the Commercial Bank had 43 per cent, Burgan 
Bank 0.22 per cent and The Gulf Bank 15 percent. 

The services sector came second at 18 per cent of which Kuwait 
Commercial Markets had 54 percent. Mobile Telephone Systems 
29 per cent and Kuwait Computer 10 per cent. The Investment 
sector came third at 153 per cent of which Investment Fear! 
Kuwait had 85 per cent, IFA 1 1 per cent and Kuwait Investment 
Company three per cent 

For Gulf shares the focus was more on the financial sector at9 1 
per cent of total trading volume. Coast Investment and Develop- 
ment Company ranked first at 78 per cent of Gulf shares traded 
volume followed by Arabian Genual Investment (SHUAA) at 
seven per cent, and Bahrain International Bank at five percent. 

The recent market increasing activity has no explanation other 
than that it came after a long period of slow activity that prepared 
the market to be stimulated by the introduction of the new clearing 
system and by allowing the GCC nationals to own Kuwait shares. 

We believe that the latest increase in activity is likely to be for a 
sbortperiod of time unless some of the traded companies release 
new figures showing improvement in their financial performance 
during the first half of the year which can only be known after the 
end of this month.

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Leaders of major industrial 
nations gather for summit 


TORONTO, June 18, (Reuter): 
Leaders of major industrial 
nations gathered in this spar- 
kling lakeside city today for an 
economic summit likely to be 
remembered chiefly as a 
diplomatic stage for Ronald 
Reagan's goodbyes. 

One by one, heads of state or 
government from the seven sum- 
mit countries arrived for a three- 
day meeting that opens formally 
tomorrow in a glass and marble 
conference centre protected by 
security fences, concrete 
barriers, airborne surveillance, 
bomb-sniffing dogs and hun- 
dreds of Royal Canadian moun- 
ted police. 

Festive 

Nature kept the atmosphere 
festive with perfect party wea ther 
— dry, springlike sunshine with 
blue skies and breezes riffling 
Lake Ontario. 

The Toronto summit, 14th in a 
series begun in 1975. brings 
together the elected leaders, fin- 
ance and foreign ministers or 
Canada. Britain, France, West 
Germany, Italy, Japan and the 
Uni ted States — the leading non- 
communist industrial powers — 
to review pressing economic and 


diplomatic issues. 

But the meetings seldom 
produce major decisions and 
officials on all sides said only 
token progress was expected in 
this year’s review ofsuch issues as 
relief of Third World debt and 
disputes over agricultural sub- 
sidies. 

“It is not going to be a summit. 
I believe, in which some great 
new direction is charged or some 
crisis action taken because there 
is no crisis.” Britain's Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Nigel Lawson, 
said yesterday in London. 

Shaped 

Much of the mark-timeatmos- 
. phere stemmed from the political 
limbcrcreaLed by the US election 
campaign, and the passing of 
President Reagan from a 
diplomatic scene he has shaped 
considerably for eight years. 

The 77-year-old President, 
still hale but showing fatigue 
occasionally on these forays, 
leaves office next January 20 
upon completion of two four- 
year terms. 

This was his eight and last 
economic summit and part of a 
sentimental journey en route to 
retirement — a bit anliclimalic 


following his dramatic Kremlin 
meeting with Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev three weeks ago. 

Reagan and France’s 
President Francois Mitterrand 
were scheduled to be the last to 
arrive just before the summit, 
which starts tomorrow after- 
noon, hosted by Canada's Prime 
Minister. Brian Mulroney. 

Optimistic 

Britain's Prime Minister. Mar- 
garet Thatcher and Italy's new 
Prime Minister. CL'iaco de Mita 
were arriving today. Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl of West Germany 
and Prime Minister Noboru 
Takeshi Ui of Japan had already 
arrived. 

There was a marked contrast, 
however, between the optimistic 
face Washington was putting on 
this summit and more sceptical, 
sometimes caustic viewpoints 
expressed by the other allies. 

US officials, including 
Treasury Secretary. James 
Baker, say harmony will prevail 
in Toronto because economic 
trends are relatively strong 
among the summit nations — 
despite last October's stock 
markeL crash — and there is little 
to disagree over.

Navratilova l ylefour shots off pace in us open 

Zvereva Simpson takes one-shot lead 

for crown . BROOKLINE, Mass, June 18. . 









EASTBOURNE, Engla n d, June 
[8, (Reuter): Martina 
Navratilova put Natalia Zvereva 
firmly in her place with an 
imperious display of power ten- 
nis in the final of the Eastbourne 
Grasscourt Championship 
today. - 

Bra. ten in straight sets by the 
I7-yeax-old Soviet at the French 
Open in Paris three weeks ago, 
Navratilova won 6-2 6-2 to exact 
a modicum of revenge and 
emphasise her readiness to 
defend the Wimbledon title next 
week. 

The 3] -year-old Prague-born 
American has now won this 
event seven times and 'finished 

runner-up twice — : following up 
all eight previous appearances in 
the Eastbourne final by w inning 
Wimbledon a fortnight later. 

■ Zvereva beat the world num- 
ber two 6-3 7-6 on clay in Paris 
but found her a totally different 
proposition on the grasscourt 
she considers her own back gar- 
den. 

Navratilova, who will be bid- 
ding for a record ninth women's 
singles title when the' 102nd 
championships begin on Mon- 
day, said: “It was nice to get back 
at Natalia, and obviously it Is an 
ideal boost to my confidence 
before Wimbledon. 

“But this is a great tournament 
in its own right, all the girls love 
playing Eastbourne and I'm hon- 
estly delighted to be back in the 
winner's circle." 

Strength 

On a typical summer after- 
noon in England — most of the 
spectators were huddled in hats, 
scarves and heavy overcoats to 
combat the chill south-easterly 
wind coming ofT the channel — 

. Navratilova used her sheer stren- 
gth to subdue the young Russian. 

Though the contest was far 
from entertaining than the score 
suggests, it was eerily quiet at 
times in the Edwardian grand- 
stands of Devonshire Park. 

The' cries of the ever-present 
seagulls and the rich tones of 
nearby church bells were 
interrupted only by the grunts 
Navratilova injected into her 
shots as Zvereva buckled under 
the weight of her opponent's 
serves.

BROOKLINE, Mass, June 18, 
(Reuter): Scott Simpson, bid- 
ding to become: the first golfer in 
37 years to successfully defend 
the USOpen championship, shot 
a remarkable five-under-par 66 
yesterday to take the halfway 
lead. 

M I always thought it was possi- 
ble but now it's a little more lik- 
ely,” the 32-year-old Simpson 
said of his chances of becoming 
the first winner of successive US 
Opens since Ben Hogan in J951 . 

Better 

“Yeah, Ben Hogan and I have 
a lot in common, so I better go 
ahead and win,” the soft-spoken 
Simpson quipped after posting a 
36-hole score of 1 35 — four shots 
better than last year, when he 
won the title at the Olympic Club 
in San Francisco. 

Simpson, who carded an 
amazing eight birdies, admitted 
'to making only one bad shot in 
his round, which led to a double 
bogey on the very difficult 1 1th 
hole. 

Simpson, who won last year's 
open by one shot over Tom Wat- 
son. also bogeyed the final bole 
when his five-iron went over the 
ween and he needed two putts, 
from 20 feet after a weak chip' 
shot.

£275,000 ($495,000) each 75,000

Cup, and the qualifying associate 
member would be paid 225,000 

(405.000) compared to 175,000 

(315.000) in 1987. 

The proposed prize money 
would total £1 13,000 ($203,400) 
with the winners' share being 
£45,000 ($81,000) compared to 
30.000 (54,000) in 1987. 

The sources said the aim of the 
proposal was to outbid the finan- 
cial guarantees which might 
emerge from England or Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand.

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FRANKFURT, West Ger- 
many. June 18, (Reuter): The 
Soviet Union clinched their place 
in the semifinals of the European

While the Soviets thrashed 
England with disdainful ease, the 
Irish, who needed just a draw to 
stop the Dutch, held out bravely 
until the 82nd minute when Kieft 
rose on the left of the penalty area 
and headed home.

England had an early success 
when West Indies resumed at 16 
without loss, Graham Dilley 
swinging the ball away to have 
Desmond Haynes caught by 
Paul Downton behind the 


stumps for six. 

But they had to wait until the 
afternoon session for their next 
breakthrough when Richie 
Richardson, looking distinctly 
uncomfortable and still to find 
his r orm on this tour, fell leg 
before to Pringle for 26. 

Although Dilley, easily the 
pick of the England bowlers, 
several times beat the bat with 
superb deliveries, Greenidge 
showed all the experience and 
maturity of a man with 14 Test 
centuries behind him to wait for 
and punish the bad balL 
Reached 

Fortunately for West Indies 
there was a regular supply of 
those from strike bowlers Small 
and Paul Jarvis who unforgivea- 
bly wasted the helpful conditions 


which still aided swing .and 
movement 

Greenidge punished them by 
cracking 14 boundaries, mainly 
through the covers, but soon 
after he had readied his sixth 
century against England. Dilley 
finally found the edge of his bat 
to have him caught by captain 
John Emburey in the slips. 

But by then, with Richards 
rampant at the other end, the 
victory hopes England had enter- 
tained after the first day had all 
but disappeared. 

Even th^disminsal ofRichaids 
and soon afterwards that of Carl 
Hooper for 1 1 did little to revive 
those hopes. Logie and Dujon, 
with intelligent stroke play 
against a tired England attack, 
buried them completely.
